For all special-trip local orders under $30.00, 
a delivery charge of $2.50 is made. Arrange- 
ments can be made for distance deliveries by 
motor truck. 


TERMS: Cash with order, except to customers 
who have established an account with us, in 
which case we allow a 1% discount for cash in 
10 days from date of invoice.

Any plants which fail to survive within sixty 
days from date of planting will be replaced 
once without cost. Dormant plants must leaf 
out the following spring and continue in growth 
until June 15. Plants failing to survive after 
the stxty-day period, but within one year from 
date of planting, will be replaced once at one- 
half the original planted price, except roses, 
which we replace free only when they die the 
same season in which they are planted. We do 
not guarantee our roses to live through the 
winter, and no replacement will be made when 
roses are injured by frost or winter-kill. 

Our method of handling and packing stock is 
modern, and goods will be in good condition 
and well packed when they leave our hands. 
All our products are shipped at the purchaser’s 
risk. Our responsibility ends upon delivery to 
the carriers.
